Recreation Bid Accepted 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
night with all present except Council- 
man Charles Kennett, who was 
reportedly out of town. Mayor Bob 
English presided over the hour-long 
meeting. : 

The council routinely approved a 
resolution authorizing Mayor English to 
sign all documents relating to an 
application for a federal grant under the 
Community Development program. The 
city plans to request funds to 
rehabilitate sub-standard homes. 

Bids were opened on the proposed 
concession building/pressbox at the 
new Hawkins-Williams Park. The 
project will be paid for with 50-50 
federal matching money. There were 
only four bids submitted after Mayor 
English declined to submit a bid. 

English had previously indicated he 
was reserving the right to submit a bid 
and took no part in original discussions 
on the matter to preserve his right to 
bid. However, Monday night he 


announced he had decided not to bid on 
the project. However, he noted he had 
privately given council members the 
figure he would have submitted if he 
had bid. He told them they could use 
that as a guide line to determine if the 
bids received were ‘‘in line.’’ Later he 
told one of the bidders that his bid was 
‘tin between’’ the two low bidders. 
Low bidder on the project was King 
Construction Company, with a bid of 
$39,490. The three other bids ranged 
upward to $49,940. The bid request 
indicated that the successful bidder 
would have 120 days from time of 
awarding the bid to completing the 
structure; however, recreation officials 
are optimistic that the building will be 
complete prior to this time. 
Councilman Sonny Inman’s motion 
to accept the low bid was accepted by 
the council after being assured by 
Recreation Director that all bidders 
appeared to meet the legal quali- 
fications. However, all bids must be

FabricsAmerica To Pay Employees 


FabricsAmerica, Inc., a towel 
manufacturer in Enterprise, has 
reached an agreement with the United 
States Dept. of Labor and Rosenthal and 
Rosenthal, Inc., a New York financial 
institution, that will enable the company 
to ship towels to pay for unpaid labor 
claims. 


The company ran out of funds in 
November and December, 1981, and 
failed to pay employees wages. The 
Dept. of Labor obtained an injunction 
that prevented the firm from shipping 
goods without first paying the wages 
owned to company employees; 
however, the firm claimed it had 


Jackson In County Jail 


Willie S. ‘‘Billy Boy’’ Jackson, age 
32, of Elba, is being held in the Coffee 
County Jail under a $20,000 bond 
following an assault last week outside a 
trailer on the Samson Highway. 


Jackson, charged with first degree 
assault, allegedly got into an argument

exhausted its credit and could pay the 
back wages only by shipping goods to 
its customers. 

Under the reported settlement, 
Rosenthal, and Rosenthal, Inc., which 
has a security interest in the goods, will 
pay 5% initially to the company within 
24 hours of receipt of a confirmed order 
to pay for shipping the goods and will 
also pay into a court sanctioned bank 
account 5% of the initial $200,000 worth 
of goods within a 24 hour period. An 
additional 30% of the initial $100,000 
worth of goods will be paid within 24 
hours after the money is collected. This 
is estimated to take 60 days. 

A portion of the funds will be 
retained to apply against the company's 
debt to Rosenthal and Rosenthal, Inc. 

The settlement reportedly covers 
85% of the unpaid wages based on 
minimum wage and overtime. Apart 
from the court settlement, the company 
proposed to pay the remaining unpaid 
wages under the plan it is preparing to 
reorganize under Chapter 11 of the 
Bankruptcy Code. 


Rural Water 
Bills Are Due 
Monthly 


“Coffee County citizens who are on 
the Elba rural water system need to be 
aware that the payments are due 
monthly,’’ City Clerk Jack Prescott said 
Tuesday. He noted that there were 26 
families who haven't paid their monthly 
fees, and if it wasn’t done soon, the 
utility will be forced to pull water 
meters. When this happens there will 
be reconnect fees, etc., in addition to 
the payment of the fees due. 

Prescott said, ‘‘We have tried to 
explain this to all our new customers, 
but apparently some sstill don't 
understand this fact."’

A resolution wishing injured Johnny 
Martin a speedy recovery was 
unanimously approved by the council. 
Martin suffered back injuries .in a 
one-yehicle accident recently. 

Mayor English gave the council 
members a four-page budget 
comparison for the first five months of 
the fiscal year: It compared projected 
revenue and expenditures with the 
actual amounts of income and expense. 
English cautions council members that 
some of the figures were misleading 
because some tax income is seasonal, 
some expense (recreational, etc.) is 
seasonal and expense such as fire- 
fighting pay is uncontrollable, as 
firemen must respond when there is a 
fire and not according to a budget. 

The income for the first five months , 
was $557,093 or 49 percent of the 
amount projected for the year. 
However, expenses for the same period 
were $453,429 or 40 percent of the 
annual budget. 

The actual income was $85,488 over 
the 5/12th of the annual projected 
budget but privilege license and ad 
valorem taxes have almost completely 
ceased coming into the treasury for the 
year. However, several annual 
franchise charges such as cable TV, 
telephone, natural gas, etc., haven't 
been received at all and this figures 
about $38,000. 

Areas that appear to be showing 
more income than projected include

police fines, gasoline tax, sales tax, 
garbage and sewer fees. 

Building permits issued total only 
$99, with the budget for the year 
showing an anticipated $1000, while 
some others are tracking closely with 
the first of the year projections. 

On the expense side of the ledger, 
actual expenses were $18,000 below the 
5/12th of the annual budget, but this 
would almost totally be eliminated if the 
recreational budget was seasonal. This 
department has spent only $8500 of its 
$60,000 budget at the end of February. 

English pointed out that the increase 
in health insurance was going to show 
up in the budget but there was nothing 
they could do to balance this figure. The 
only department to actually exceed the 
budget for the first five months was the 
police department that has been hit 
with sick leave, men in school that were 
unexpected, and the cost of new 
uniforms that will balance out over the 
year. 

Transfer of money to the hospital 
reserve fund will be done within a few 
days and this will increase the expense 
figure and put the entire budget back 
near projected figures. 

The fire department, street depart- 
ment and administration joined the 
Recreation Department in underspend- 
ing the budgeted amount. 


The city council went into executive 
session after English announced he had 
suspended three city employees and 
needed to present the details of the 
matter to the members of the council.

The cost of alcohol problems 
should be met like the cost of 
other health problems, as a 
responsibility of society not 
as a discriminating levy on 
responsible consumers.

beer sold in the state of

This amounts to more than 
25 cents of each dollar the 
consumer pays. Please 
compare this amount to any 
other item on the market. | 
do not think that you will find 
any product taxed higher. 
Studies by the Alco'ol 


Safety Council show that 
drinking drivers do not 
change their drinking or 


driving habits because of 
fines or arrest and continue 
to drink and drive even if 
their license is revoked. 
Your fine of a weeks salary 
would make no difference to 
the unemployed. Young 
drivers, age 16 to 24, make 
up 1/4 of the drivers yet they 
have 1/3 of the accidents. 
This is 1-1/2 times the 
average, yet in those 
accidents only 20% had a 


blood alcohol level which 
classified them as legally 
drunk. Over 20,000 young 


people die each year in 
alcohol related accidents yet 
over 1/2 of them were not the 
ones drinking. Can legisla- 
tion help them? 

A survey of 7th through 
12th graders showed that 
80% of them have had at 
least one drink, 45% of them 
have been drunk at least 
once in the past year, 1 in 3 
are light drinkers, 1 in 4 are 
moderate to heavy drinkers, 
and 1 in 3 are problem 
drinkers. How can raising 
the legal drinking age help 
them? Where were their 
parents when they were 
drinking? Where’ were 
enforcement officials when 
they were buying the 
alcohol? 

The legal drinking age 
has very little to do with 
someone's ability to get 
alcohol. What it does do is 
magnify alcohol's 
importance to them. It also 
gives them nowhere to drink 
it except in cars. Drinking 
and driving is a_ bigger 
problem in ages 25 and up 
than in young adults. 
Drinking drivers have an 
alcohol problem which must 
be medically treated. The 
answer is not in new laws but

in enforcing the ones we 
have, as well as providing 
treatment for those con- 
victed. Education on misuse 
of alcohol should begin in Jr. 
High School as that is where 
the problem often starts. 
There are laws prohibiting 
the sale of alcohol to a minor 
or to anyone visibly drunk, 
yet evidently there is a lot to 
be desired in enforcement of 
these laws. Second time DUI 
offenders should face 
mandatory imprisonment. 
Penalize the real culprits: not 
only those who drink and 
drive but also those who aid 
them by slack enforcement of 
laws, parental neglect. 
reduction of sentences, or 
overlooking violations. 
Please -ompare percent of 
alcohol related deaths in 
young adults before and after 
the law was changed and also 
compare the percent of 
deaths in older people during 
the same time perod. I would 
be very interested in 
knowing the basis for your 
bill and how you think it will 
help reduce the problems of 
alcohol. Also your 10% tax, 
is it based on brewery cost, 
wholesaler cost, or retailer 
cost? Is it to be paid by the 
brewery, the wholesaler, the 
retailer or the consumer? Is 
is to be paid directly to the 
Mental Health Dept. or to 
the state or federal 
government for some of their 


fancy distribution? Who 
would be in charge of 
enforcement? Would 


additional people have to be 
hired to take care of this? 

It is sad that people die 
each year due to misuse of 
alcohol yet people also die 
in hunting accidents, why not 
raise the price and age of 
hunting permits as well as 
place a tax on guns and 
bullets; people die each year 
due to malpractice and 
mistakes in hospitals, why 
not shut them down; people 
die in car and plane accidents 
why not go back to the horse 
and buggy, people die from 
heart attacks due to over- 
eating why not limit the 
amount of food each person 
may buy? You undoubtedly 
think my suggestions are 
silly and unreasonable and 
that is exactly what I think of 
yours.

Jesus and Barabbas, and see 
the contrasts. Barabbas was 
the son of his earthly father. 
Jesus was the Son of our 
heavenly Father. Barabbas 
was a political messiah. 
Jesus was our spiritual 
Messiah. Barabbas offered 


salvation from Roman 
bondage. Jesus offered 
salvation from man’s most 
damnable enemy, SIN. 


Barrabas offered to save his 
fellowman by shedding 
THEIR blood in revolution. 
JESUS offered to save men 
by the shedding of HIS 
blood. Barabbas could not 
save Israel unless he saved 
himself. JESUS could only 
save Israel by GIVING 
Himself. 

Look at the choice the 
people made as they chose 
Barabbas over Jesus. They 
were ill-advised by rabble 
rousers who had condemned 
Jesus for political ambitions, 
but then turned and recom- 
mended Barabbas to the 
crowd for the same reason. 
Because the people were 
more concerned for 
**physical’’ salvation 
(freedom from Rome) than 
they were for spiritual sal- 
vation (freedom from sin), 
they’ thought Barabbas 
looked like a better hope than 
Jesus. 

So Barabbas who was 
condemned to die for his sins 
against Rome was set free 
and JESUS took his place 
and died in his stead. Jesus 
became a willing 
SUBSTITUTE for Barabbas, 
but more than this, He 
became the SUBSTITUTE for 
ALL who are condemned in 
sin. He freely offered 
Himself that ALL who 
believe in Him might be SET 
FREE. 

Though Barabbas was set 
free by Pilate, it was only 
temporary. He died some- 
time later after all.

On Friday, March 11, Boy 
Scout Troop 37 of Elba 
journeyed to Cheaha State 
Park for a weekend of hiking 
and adventure along the 
Odum Scout Trail. 

Cheaha Park is one of 
Alabama’s many beautiful 
state parks and is located in 
the middle of Talladega 
National Forest, a land rich 
in history and legend; a land 
gifted with fish and wildlife 
in abundance; a land where 
the Creek and Cherokee 
Indians fought over the 
disputed boundary between 
their nations. 

This is the setting for the 
“‘Pinhoti Trail,’’ a foot trail 
system through mountains, 
valleys and ridges of the 
Talladega National Forest. 
Indian warriors and hunters 
once used this same route to 
travel through the southern 
Appalachians. 

The name ‘‘Pinhoti’’ is 
derived from the Creek 
Indian words ‘‘piniva’’ 


the challenge of this 
legendary trail. Ten miles of 
treacherous ridgetop hiking 
revealed many breathtaking 
views of the national forest. 
Land so beautiful that it left 
no doubt why the Indians 
disputed its ownership! 

The troop arrived at 
Cheaha State Park on Friday 
evening and set camp at the 
primitive campsite known as 
“Turnipseed Camp- 
grounds.’’ After a good 
night’s sleep, we rose for an 
early start. At the beginning 
of the trail, we met various 
other groups who were also 
planning to hike all or a 
portion of the trail. One of 
the groups was Boy Scout 
Troop 46 of Andalusia, close 
friends of the Elba troop. 

It took the best of six 
hours to hike the ten-mile 
Odum Trail, which ended at 
a spot called ‘‘High Falls,’’ a 
beautiful waterfall and pool 
formed by the busily moving 
mountain streams. The 


camping at Turnipseed, we 
rose on Sunday to tour 
Cheaha State Park. Several 
parents also joined us on this 
tour. It was a wonderful trip 
and one that will long be 
remembered by those who 
experienced it; aching legs, 
sore feet and all.

Pond owners are 
cautioned that stocking 
crappie increases the 
opportunities for problems 
without increasing the 
quality of fishing. 

Smith says the real risk in 


stocking crappie is that they 
spawn earlier than large- 
mouth bass. The crappie 
young-of-the-year will 
always be larger than that 
which can be eaten by the 
bass young-of-the-year. This 
precludes the control by the 
bass of the number of 
crappie in the pond. The 
effect will be smaller fish, 
bream and bass, as well as 
the greater number of small 
crappie. All the fish will 
probably become stunted. 

Pond owners must con- 
sider the risks they incur by 
stocking crappie into their 
private ponds. A risk which 
can seriously distort the 
population of a healthy basic 
combination of bass and 
bream.

LAWN WEEDS 

Many of our lawns have a 
variety of winter weeds 
showing up in them now. 
These include _henbit, 
chickweed, dandelions, 


pepperweed, Carolina 
escent and spurweed. 
are several sprays on 
the market that will do a 
fairly good job of controlling 
these broadleaf winter 
annuals provided you get the 
spray on them before they 
| doar the blooming stage. 
r the plant gets in this 
stage, it is very difficult to 
kill with a spray. Check with 
your garden supply centers 
for a good broadleaf weed 
killer for lawns. ye the Ate 
growing weeds, just mowing 
the weeds off before the 
weeds mature will help 
control the population of 
weeds next year in your 
lawn. 


HOME GARDENS 

Here is hoping that most 
of our damaging cold 
weather has passed and that 
we can get on with our 
gardening. I know many of 


our gardeners have already 
gotten many of their crops 
planted, such as_ Irish 
potatoes, English peas, 
string beans, and possibly 
butter beans and sweet corn. 
Our southern peas, including 
black eyes, green peas, and 

le Hull need to have a 
fairly warm soil to be planted 
in. As soon as the soil 
temperature reaches 
somewhere between 60 and 
65°, we can go ahead and 
plant those crops. 


ORCHARD CLEANUP 

If you haven’t gotten 
around to it yet, you need to 
go ahead and clean up under 
all of your fruit trees -- all of 
the dead wood, fruit, and 
pecans still on the ground. 
By doing a good job of 
cleaning up under the trees, 
you will help get rid of a lot of 
problems with diseases and 
insects. This old wood and 
fruit is usually where many 
of these problems hibernate 
during the winter.

They compete with bluegill 
and bass for food which can 
help put a pond out of 
balance and out of 
production.
